The Virginia Flag.
In reply to an Inqulry we. roclto tho

A convention of tho pooplo of Vlrglnln

whlch met i.n F-liruary 13, 1861, and
contlnued untll April irth. ndnpted an
ordlnanco settlng forth: "Tbat tlio flag
of tlils Commonwoarth shnll hereaftor
bo made of bunting. whlch shall bo a

deep blue fleld wlth a circlo of whlto
in tho centre. upon whlch sbnli be
palnted or embroidered, to show' on
both sldes nllko. tho coat of nrms of tho
State, as doscrlbed by tho convention
of 1776, for ona sido of the seal or tho
State, namely: Vliitus, the genius of
tbe Commonwealth, dressed llke nn

Amazon, rcstlng on a npoar wlth ono

hand, nnd holdlng a sword in tho other
and treading on Tyranny, represented
by a man prostrate, a crown fallen from
hls head. a broken chaln ln hls left
hand and a scourgo in hls right.
In tho oxergon tho word Virginia, ovor

tbo head of Virtus; and undorneath, thc
words "Sic Semper Tyrannis.' "

Quoting from tho original journal of
tho convention of July B, 1776. formor
Stato Llhrarinn XV. XV. Scott snya:

.Tliis has always beon our flng sinco
Vlrglnia declared her independence,
whlch was on Juno 29, 1776, flvo days
prior to tho Federal 'Declarntion.' "

Thc greatest on earth is man, and

tlio greatest in man is mind, and the

grentost functlon of the mind ls to
thlnk. The abllity to thlnk ls man-s

chief dlstinctlon.
Thought ls tho instrument of all hls

work; for wlthout lt there Is nothing
done that can truly bo called work.
Wlthout thought the hand would
neither know what to do nor how Lo
do lt. Thought is also the great ma¬

terlal wlth whlch we work, and it is
capable of inderlnjte muUlplication.
For to what extent is lt not multlplied
in sensons of excltement or hours of
Inspiratlon?

It ls imposslble to estlmnto tho valuo
of thought. Work without wit or wis¬
dom is of little value. All works of
skill are costly, and skillod labor com-

mands the highest market prico. And
as tho world completes lts history,
tiiought wlli bo moro and mo>o ln de¬
mand. For ln all einorgonc)es,"tho man

of thought wlil come to tho front.
But for our thoughts to possess thls

value, wo must learn to lead them;
have them, at our command and under
our control. Does lt not appear al¬
most a hopeless task? Who .can tell
whonco llis thougbts may come or

whither they wlU go? Novertheless,
dllllcult as lt may be, we mny learn
to lead them, and not they us. AVe
mUst do thls lf they are to bo of any
real or lastlng valuo. For thought
unled ls aa tho wind and waves to a

ship under canvns, but without a rud-
der.

If n man does not load his thoughts
somo other power wlU, and every pow¬
er (but the truo ono) will mako itsoif
felt moro and more, and man less; so

that lf tho ilosh loads, ho boeomos car-

nal; lf tho world, worldly; if tho davl',
devlllsh. Whnt so important then, as
that wo should have powor over our

thoughts; ablo to chooso and seloct
whnt wo wish, to retain and dismlss
thoso wo would banlsh?
Dut If wo would lead our thoughts

wo must know how to ipturest them.
Wo cnnnot load thought whon wo fool
no interest; tho mind soon withdrawsj
tbo will wearles ln pursulng a courso

of thought which doea not ongngo its
affoctions. Tho mind places itsoif at
tho service of the heart, and tho af¬
foctions control tho will. Thls ex-

plalns tho clilllculty in tho beginning
of nny new study. It is hard to arrost
tho attention and llx tho thoughts
whero we fool little, if nny, interest.
Yot wo know tho mind readlly Inbors
for what interests tho heart.
Tho heart Uveth wlth Its treasuro

and surrounds lt wlth constant thought.
Wo shotiUl watch Miose thoughts \i-hlch
como unbiddon; noto well tholr char¬
actor, and nscortnin tholr right to tho
plnco they sook to occupy. We can¬

not do thls too soon, for thoughts
whloh occupy tho heart bocome Impas-
Blonod aud nro dlfflcuH to dlslotlgo,
ovon though they may bo such as lt
111 boeomos us to chorlsh; and lf not

dlsmlssedj becotuo habitual oro wo aro

nwnre.

Hut how aro wo to lond our thoughts
Into captivity? Thought mny bo iod,
but it cannot bo forcod. Wo must
present to tlio mlinl that whicli is

figrcoable to lts nature, and slmply ask
for obedionco to nn autliorlty whlch,
though it spdaks without, appeals to
its own .Amon withln. If wo would
load our thoughts Into captivity our

leadlng must bo n call to nbcdlenco.
Obodiapco, Yoa; but to what? Tho

llrst is our conselonco, whlch cannot
bo dlrectly seduvod, sllenctd or do-

slroyo.l, Tbe seooii.l, but hlulu-r nu-

Is IIo, then, my friends, tbe guldo ot
our thoughts?

by looking at them iti the llght of no-

tlon. We shOuld bo ashamod to thlnk
whnt wo would bo ushnmed to do.
Bring your unconsclous thought to tho
har of Judgment to rocelvo sentonco.
Thls, then, Is our grent prlvll'ego.not
thlnklng as wo wish, nor dolng what
wo wlli. but tho prlvllogo ot llstonlng
for our Fnthor's volco, nnd "brlnglng
Into captivity every thought" to Hlm
who ls "The Way, the Truth nnd tho
Llfo."

Remedy for Car-Shortage.
That tho car-shortu^.- Is regarded ns

sorlous by tho railroads is shown by
tho determlnatlon of the Amorlcnn
Rallway Association, one of tlio most

powerful organlzatlons in tho country,
to remedy tho ovll quickly and effec-
tlvely. At tho meeting lnst week In

Chlcago a rulo was adopted provlding
a penalty ot $5 on overy road whlch
fails to return a car belonglng to an¬

other llno wlth jiromptn-sH and dls¬
patch. This will be ln addition to tho
dally chargo now provalllng; but the lat¬
ter ls a trlfle when it Is remembered
that ona company can easily afford to

pay the fees and hold a car, which will
enrn ton or twenty tlmes tho amount In
twenty-four hours when usod to liandlo
loenl freight.
Most of us will agree, of course. that

responslblllty for thls condition of af¬
fairs. which has be.-n disastroua to

shlppers and manufacturerg nllko, ls

upon tho railroads. Yet tho Chlcago
Tribune, usually a well-informed nows.

paper. contends tliat shlppers. aro re¬

sponslble, lnasmuch as they flnd lt
more economlcal to uso th« cars for
warehouses rather than pay demur-
rnge. Whllo the railroads hereafter
will doubtless hold tho shlppers to

a more strlct account, tho actlon of
tho association lndlcates that the roads
themselves are the culprlts, and they
at last seo tho wisdom, of pcnalizing
tho car piratcs. If something of thls
klnd had been done months ago the

feellng against tho transportation com¬

panies mlght not havo found expres-
slon ln tho pnssago of Stato laws which
nro drastic nnd ngninst whlch the rail-

ronds protest.

Elscwhere will bo found a patriotlc
artlcle from President Lyon G. Tyler,
of Willlam and Mary, in whlch he
draws somo parallols (lf not contrasts)
between President Davis and President
Llncoln.

No other con¬
sldoration can onter Into tho matter.
HCHpoetnblllty. safety. comfort, family
and futuro welfare are lost sight of
in the. greed for money. Then. Ib it
not strange beyond human comprehen-
Blon thnt thoso who pretend to op-
poso tho business glvo npparently so

littlo concern to thoso who are the
vi.-tims of tho trallic, thls home and
prospect destroylng curse, for it
touches evory homo somewhere.
Why should one slde of Brond Street

be turneil over to tbo saloons to tho
detrlmont of property values and busl¬
ness Interests just bocauso there l.s
money in selling liquor. and that. too,
to forelgners, who care nothing for
our clty, for manklnd, or for God?

Is lt not passlng strnngo thut n;>

llmlt Is put on thls business? It there
ls no way of gettlng rid of It alto-
gether, would not ono saloon to tho
square aulllco, Instead of having. as
ln somo Iristances, four? And, if we

must hnve saloons on Broad Street for
negroes to onter, should they not be
compelled to cntertain nogro patrons
ex.-luslvely? It is demorallzlng enough
for white men to patronsso saloons ut
all, but how much moro of solf-re-
spect Is saerlticed when the two races

comndnglo ln this social mnnner. Such
prnctices mako rlght-thinking peppna
sbuddor at tho contomplation of tho
futuro of men who nro so lost to overy
interest whlch .makos man whnt God
purposed hlm to be.

Certalnly ovory mnn and womnn in
tho city, whoso mind ls not bewlldored
by sln, would ble.ss tbo man who would
rostrlet the liquor saloon to lts very
nurrowest llmits; for no ono renlly
wlshes a saloon.

The New Vork World iraJd recently
that of the transactions on the New
Vork Hto.:k Exchange only about three
per rent. wero real. tho rest being
matrhed sales or speculntlvu. Tho lat¬
ter are made ou marglns of llve or ten
per conL for stocks und ronimodltlen
and aru purely gambling wlth votnri. s
In every town in tho country. Tlu:
broker acts as thn denlor ln f:iro or
other well-known ganibllnir K.-imcs, get-
tlng a porcentago or commission liko
tho m.m who place bots on the raco-
tracks. Free*uently ho nctB aa "cappnr"
or ndvlsor to tho speculator. ancl hav¬
ing better Informatlon. tho tomptatlon
to tako tho wholo margin or deposit Is
often not, malsted. The uuotatlons of
prlcos on tho exch.ngei aro manlpu-
iatecl wlth a slmlhir objflct; as an lllus-
tratlon. tho condltlons on tho New
Vork Cotton Kxehango liavo become
so notorious as to call for an uppeal
liy the Southern Cotton Growers' As¬
sociation to tho KOvernment. Tho State
of Houth Carolina has Ingjalated
agalnst theso go-calied brokors, and
thoro are many who thlnk that Vir¬
ginia should follow tho examplo. Tho
spoeulntorn and thn few Investors on
marglns, or pnrtlal paymonts, havo
ngalnst them not only thn broker:i"
commlsslon and compound intemst and
tlm rreatlon of llctltlous prices. but
thoy havo also to rlsk tho falluro of the
brokcrs, few of whom llmlt their busl¬
noss lo tholr capltal.

In the public bulldlngs thore should
bo somo nrrnngemeiit ror heating wator.
A gns stovo ls slmple. wlth vessels
aullli-lent ln size nnd quantity. Theso
should be kept clean and ready for uso.

Generally women nro botter oleanera
than men, hut surcly aomohow or In
somo way wo should havo bettor re¬

sults.
